HE. failure of the mackerel fishing in 
| the Saorstat during the years 1926- 
1927-lyzé is an excellent example cf 
the uneeitainty attending deep sea fishing, 
and shows the importance of understanding 
something of the migrations of food fishes 
Though considerable research and time has 
been devoted. to this matter within recent 
years, it is to be feared that -ur knowledge 
has not progressed very far, and .in some 
respects we are just as ignorant of the 
pelagic aftairs of fish as in the beginning. 
‘Much of interest has come to light. We 
can now see the vast influence of cold, early 
seasons, sudden influxes of chill, Arctic 
vater, and assaults of their enemies, such 
as sharks, porpoises, sulphur bottom whales 

or rorquais, base on the shoa!s. 

THE VAGARIES OF MACKEREL. 


For many years it was believed that, like | 


the herring, the mackerel retired to the

This seems all the 
more likely, as the swim bladders of these 
fish were either burst or greatly distended, 
showing that they had come up from con- 
siderable depths. A like phenomenon 
occurred off the coasts of North America, 
when the unexpected invasion of a cold 
stream from Labrador covered the surface of 
the ocean with untold millions of tile 
fish. For many years, as with the 
haddock, the tile fish was unknown, but 
time has ‘righted matters; and the 
tile fish has again become abundant. Its 
incredible fecundity, the immense shoals in 
which it travels, have long rendered the 
herring our best-known food fish, and should 
this fish become extinct from any cause, the 
less sustained by humanity would be irre- 
parable. Originally begun by the Dutch, the 
fishermen, and claim the greatest number of 
victims annually. . Uncertainty of movement 
also characterises the herring. and the shoals 
swim so closely together that one net may

A friend who knew her well tells me 
that the late Dr. Ethel Bentham. the 
Labour M.P. for East Islington. was a 
short, stocky, but uprichéficured. little 
person. Her appearance was by no 
means an index to her character. She 
was very far from a hliue stocking. and 
in both private and public life she was a 
genial and witty littl woman. whose 
kindly heart was always as much in evi- 
dence as her well-stocked mind.

Glencree. 


While driving from Glencree to Ennis- | 
kerry the other day, I tried to visualise 
the Featherbed Mountain and the Glencree 
valley as they must have appeared seven 
hundred years a~o, when all this district 
was one vast forest. Holinshed relates 
that in those days all the Wicklow 
mountain slopes were covered with large 
trees, mostly oaks. It is on-record that 
in the time of Edward I. Glencree was a 
royal forest and preserve for wild beasts 
Timber works were established in the 
valley, and large quantities of oak were 
shipped to England. The manager of this 
enterprise was one William De Moenes, a 
member of a family from which Rathmines 
is said to take its name. Disturbed con- 
ditions in the country after the invasion 
of the Bruces probably caused the 
abandonment of the fores', and the only 
traces left of its existené¢e to-day are the 
oak logs which are sometimes dug up 
during the turf-cutting season. 

The great forests, such as Glencree, 
which the Norman kings favoured as hunt- 
ing grounds, proved a troublesome 
heritage to their successors. Many com- 
plaints appear in the State Papers to the 
effect that these woods provided shelter for 
the “ Trish enemy ” and were a “ seat and 
nursery of rebellion.’

Haddock. 


Dublin Bay was always famous for its 
herrings and prawns, bat I do not think 
that its reputation for haddock is quite 
as well known. Yet the largest haddock 
that has ever been caught was taken in 
the bay many years ago, and weighed 
sixteen pounds when put on the scales. A 
member of the cod family, the haddock 
bears a close resemblance to the larger 
fish, and has a similar barbule under the 
lower jaw. Two black spots, one behind 
each of the pectoral fins, represent, accord- 
ing to an ancient legend, the marks of 
the finger and thumb of St. Peter, the 
haddock being the fish from whose mouth 
he is said to have taken the tribute- 
> oney. It frequents, however, only 
northern waters, and does not even enter 
the Mediterranean, so that the legend is 
somewhat discounted by the fact that the 
haddock could hardly live in the fresh 
water Lake of Gennesaret. The little fish- 
ing village of Findon, near Aberdeen, gives 
its name to that ever-popular breakfast 
dish, the smoked “ finnan haddie.”’ 


Ghe Malvern Festiva’, 


The dramatic festival at Malvern, which 
began two years ago as a Shaw festival, 
will take the form this year of -an his- 
torical glance at the English drama over 
the past five centuries. There is to be an 
Elizabethan play, a Restoration play, an 
eighteenth century comedy, a drama from 
the early nineteenth century and a new 
play of to-day. 

In addition to the actual performances, 
the plays are to have as an accompani- 
ment a series of lectures on the develop- 
ment of the English drama during the 
period illustrated by the selected plays, 
and a very distinguished list of lecturers 
has been secured for this work. It is 
hoped by these lectures to interest a large 
number of American students in the 
festival, which will last for three weeks. 

In addition to such authorities as Pro- 
fessor Allardyce Nicoll, who has written 
a series of volumes on the history of 
English drama since 1760, Sir Barry 
Jackson has invited the well-known Irish 
expert in the Elizabethan theatre and 
drama, Mr.. W. J. Lawrence, to be one of 
the lecturers. As Mr. W. J. Lawrence is 
widely and favourably known as a scholar 
and lecturer on both sides of the Atlantic, 
his lectures ought to be distinctly 
popular. 


A Profitable Invesiment. 


In the course of conversation with a 
prominent city merchant some time ago 1 


took the opportunity of inquiring what he | 


considered the most profitable kind ol 
business. Without any hesitation he told 
me that, if he had spare «apital to invest, 
he would put it into a tea-shop, provided 
that he could find suitable premises in a 
good position. “ There is more profit to 
be made out of tea,” he said, “ than most 
people realise. Compare the wholesale, or 
even the retail, price of tea with the cost 
of a pot of tea in any restaurant, and you 
will understand what I mean.” A few 
days later I had a good illustration of his 
statement. While visiting a County 
Dublin seaside resort 1 went into one of 
the hotels with a companion and asked 
for tea and toast. A pot of tea was sup- 
plied, with two rounds of indifferent toast, 
for the sum of three shillings. I worked 
out the cost of this repast to the hotel 
as follows:—Tea at 3s. 4d. a lb., with 
water and milk for two, 3d.: bread and 
butter, 2d.; overhead charges, such ar 
rent, salaries, wages and interest on 
capital invested, 3d.; depreciation of 
furniture, pictures, table linen, and so 
on, 2d.—total, 10d. If my estimate is 
too low, it will easily be seen that expan- 
sion to twice the amount would still leave

Carlow’s Prosperity.

CARLOW, Tuesday. 

HE town of Carlow is regarded as the 
one bright spot in the eral trade 

i depression which the Irish Free State, 
like most other countries, has experienced for 
some years past. The commercial prosperity 
of Carlow is attributable mainly to the estab- 
lishment of the Sugar Beet Factory six years 
ago. It gave the town a tremendous advant- 
age over other provincial centres. The fac- 
tory had only been working for a short 
period when many busimess houses in the 
town, which had experi a lean time. 
took on a new lease of life, and .there was a 
general boom in trade in every gry 
New business houses sprang up, and, as a re- 
sult of increased competition, prices of all 
classes of goods showed a material reduction. 
In no Irish provincial town will a purchaser 
get more favourable terms than in Carlow. 


HOUSING PROBLEM. 


_ A large number of the staff and employés 
in the factory from other parts of the country 
have made Carlow their permanent abode, and 
the increase in population has intensified the 
demand for inereased honsing accommodation. 
rhe housing problem will take some time to 
solve. The Carlow Public Utility Society set 
the ball rolling last year by the erection of ten 
houses. It was a modest beginning, but it 
‘et a good example, which the Urban Council 
has followed by starting a building scheme 
whch will provide over forty houses. This 
scheme will only go a small way towards 
relieving the present congestion, and, owing 
to the still high cost of building materials, 
there will be a difficulty of letting the new 
houses at on economic rent. It is the intention 
of the Urban Council to continue building. 
*s far ws ite financial position will allow. until 
‘he housing qvestion is adequately dealt with. 
The Irish Sugar Manufacturing Co. has built 
á large number of houses near the factory 
tile for the accommodation of many of its 
employés. . In fact, a little town has sprung 
up in the viemity of the factory.

BELFAST, Tuesday. 

HE final stages of the protracted Belfast 
T settlement. action, in which a sum of 
over £100,000 is involved, was reached 

in the Chancery Division, Belfast, to-day, be- 
fore Mr. Justice Wilson. The action, which 
has been before the Court for eight days, 
was brought by Mrs. Jessie M. Willis, 
daughter of the late Mr. James Gallaher, a 
rominent Belfast merchant, against John G. 
Michaels, Thomas A. Michaels and William 
Shaw, trustees under the settlement, to have 
set aside the deed of settlement which she 
executed prior to her marriage with Mr, A. 
Willis. Tn evidence Mrs. Willis stated that 
when she signed the settlement she thought 
it was her will, and that she did not fully 


realise she was parting with the control of | 


retaining a life 


the £100,000, 
interest. 

Mr. E. S. Murphy, K.C., M.P., in his con- 
cluding speech, said that if Mrs. Willis was 
as competent as she was described to have 
been, and as good a business woman as she 
was described to have been, what was the 
necessity for the execution of that remarkable 
settlement’ He submitted further that the 
position of Mr. Wallace was not the posi- 
tion of such independent legal adviser as 
Mrs. Willis required’ under the circum- 
stances which his lordship had deposed before 
him. Mr. Wallace said that he thoucht 
there was no necessity for an independent 
solicitor because the only imteresis that 
were considered were the interests of Mrs. 
Willis. Her interests would have been amply 
protected by a settlement which did not 
irrevocably dispose of her property in default 
of children and alter her death. It was a 
subject for comment under the circumstances 
in the present case that the settlement, which 
on the evidence’ was clearly executed behind 
the back of the intended husband 

His Lordship—There is nothing wrong in 
that now. 


DID NOT APPLY. 


Mr. Murphy said that if it had happened 
before the Married Woman's Property Act 
that ground alone would have been fatal to 
the settlement, but it did not apply now.

Who are 
the Sikhs? 


PEOPLE OF THE 
FIVE “K'S.” 
————€4— 


(By MRS. SINCLAIR STEVENSON, 
M.A., $c.D., F.R-A.L) 
‘Breakdown at Round Table Conference: 
Obdurate Attitude of the Sikhs,” runs a head- 
line in a recemt Irish Times. Who are 
these people who seemed likely by so narrow 
a margin to prevent an agreement on the 

Hindu-Moslem question. 

Hf you asked a Government official from 
India, he would probably tell you that 
‘‘Sikhism’’ is one of those movements whic" 
started as a religious reform and ended 37 
becoming a politieal orgamsation. 

“The Sikhs are the people of tae five K’s,”’ 
is the reply that an Indian would give yon, 
while a British officer might say that the 
Sikhs are the people through whom the 
Punjab was uicorporated in che Indian Em- 


ire, 
: THE FIRST SIKH. 

About fifteen years before Lather was 
born, a reformer, Guru Nanak, arose in the 
Punjab, who taught the unity of God and 
the brotherhood of man, and denounced 
idolatry, charms, witchcraft, pilgrimages, 
and twahmanita]l supremacy and ceremonies, 
He was succeeded by nine other Gurus, every- 
one of whom claimed to stand on a special 
spiritual relationship (almost an apostolic 
successor) to his predecessor. 


THE SACRED BOOK. 

After the death of the tenth Guru no 
fresh spiritual director was appointed, but the 
Sacred Book, or Granth, was given the 
position of a Guru. It was housed in the 
Golden (1.e., copper-gilt-roofed) Temple of 
Amritsar, and was worshipped with divine 
honouts. <A priest fans it; people bow to it 
where it lies under a gorgeous silk canopy, and 
offer 1t flowers. At night it is put to bed, 
only to be waked in the morning for another 


day of worship. 
THE FIVE K's. 

In order to differentiate them from the 
Hindus and Maxhommedans, with whom they 
were surrounded, and to stamp them as 
a peculiar people, the Sikhs were ordered 
to wear tive things. each of which in the 
vernacular begins with K; long hair, short 
| trousers, a sword, a comb, and an iron 
bangle. They also have their own script, 
the semi-sacred Gurumukhs. 

Curiously enorgh, they have become a 
peculiar people, and have evolved their own 
type, so that the Sikh face is easily dis- 
tingtisheble frovn amongst others. 

THE BAPTISM OF THE SWORD. 

Graduaily, however, the church founded 
by Nanak bad been turned inio an army. 
Baptism was a baptism of “the sword,” for 
water mixed with sugar was sprinkled from 
the point of a dagger on the candidate's bair 
and body. He was then offered some of the 
same suger and water to drink, and was given 
the name of Lion (Singh), and was told that 
from henceforth he was immortal, and a son 
of the last. or tenth, Guree. 

RANJIT SINGH. 

It was men who had passed through this 
baptism whom Ranjit Singh organised into 
an army, which resembled Oliver Cromwell's 
lronsides in its religious fervour and steadi- 
ness. After Ranjit’s death this army waged 
two wars against the British. In the last— 
the terrible battle of Chilianwala—the British 
lost 2,400 officers and men, four guns and the 
colours of three regiments. Lord Gough, 
however, restored his reputation by his 
victory at Gujerat, which destroyed the Sikh 
army and led. on March, 1849, to the annexa- 
tion of the Punjab. The then ruler (son of 
the old Lion of the Punjab) was given a 
pension of £50,000 a year, with which he re- 
tired to Norfolk, where he lived the unevent- 
ful life of an English squire. 

The administration of the Punjab was 
entrusted by Lord Dalhousie to the two 
Lawrences, and the way in which they dealt 
with the Sikhs and others who passed into 
their care is, perhaps, the piece of creative 
statesmanship of which the British in India 
have most cause to be ;

For Mr. Henderson the removal of 
armaments from the world is tantamount 
to the bestowal of eternal peace upon the 
world. It was the duty, he claimed, of 
the members of the League, if they 
believed in the Covenant, the Kellogg 
Pact, the “Optional ' Clause and* the 
Geueral Act and Treaty of Financial 
Assistance, to give expression to such 
belief by the only true method—the 
denouncing of armaments. Rumours that 
the moment was not ripe, that mysterious 
whispers were abroad, and that even an 
outbreak of war at an early date was not 
impossible, he glossed over with buoyant 
confidence. Mr. Henderson further argued 
that, if such dangers were more than the 
figments of nervous minds, the situation 
was “dot the risk of war. “It was 
rather that, through failure to carry out 
a policy of disarmament, they might drift 
into the situation that éxisted before the 
War.” Since the situation before the 
War was followed, in fact, by the War, we 
are not consoled by this nice hair-splitting. 
Dr. Curtius, the German Foreign 
Minister, who was the next to speak, re- 
marked naively that the issue of the Dis- 
armament Conference would be an im- 
portant matter to the German people. M.

We wish that we could share Mr.

We 
deplore, however, the ineradicable desire 
of one of Britain’s great political parties 
to forget, for the sake of a gesture to the 
world,. those imperial responsibilities 
which were old before the League of 
Nations was born. No other country 
aspires to such sacrifice; no other 
country already has sacrificed so much. 
It is more than doubtful, too, whether 
this haste to be a pioneer in the newest 
of the world’s experiments in interna- 
national polity will serve the intended 
purpose. Whatev - may be the final 
achievements of the League, its most 
fervent admirers admit that it is, as yet, 
only in its infancy. The weakening of 
Britain’s imperial defences is likely to be 
more of a stumbling-block than a help to 
the development of a peace-loving be- 
haviour among the nations. . Scarcely a

The Schneider Trophy. 


The Schneider Trophy, which is tho 
“blue ribbon ”' of flight, was won in 1927 
and 1929 by machines and teams of the 
Royal Air Force; and, if these victories 
should be repeated in 1931, the Trophy 
would become a British possession. “Un- 
fortunately, that prospet is now remote. 
Hitherto the British entry has been 
financed by the British Government, 
which not only has supplied the special 
and costly aircraft—the “ last word ” in 
the, science of aviation—but has allowed 
the Royal Air Force to furnish the per- 
sonnel. A few days ago the Government 
declared that, in the present financial 
situation, the cost of this year’s race 
|—some £80,000—would not be justified. 
Therefore, it will supply neither money 
nor machines, and will not allow 
members of the Royal Air Force to be 
competitors. The Royal Aero Club, 
though deeply disheartened by this unex- 
pected decision, still has some hope that 
the contest may be held. It announced 
yesterday that it would “ explore 
every avenue whereby the Trophy may be 
defended '" ; but its chances of success are 
sadly small. In the first place, the Club’s 
financial resources for the purpose of the 
race do not exceed £20,000. In the next 
place, it is very improbable that any 
private entrants—who would have no 
official facilities for training and practice 
—could. replace the highly trained and 
exceptionally skilful experts of the Royal 
Air Force. It is almost certain, there- 
fore, that, if the Government does not 
change its mind within the next fort- 
night, the race will be abandoned or the 
Trophy will be won by either Italy or 
France. Such a result would be deplorable 
for at least two reasons. It would injure 
not only the prestige of British airmen, 
but the commercial prospects of Britain’s 
aircraft industry, whose reputation at the 
moment is supreme. Italy, by her 
magnificent flight to Brazil, has com- 
mended her machines to the South 
American buyer. Will Britain’s with- 
drawal from the Schneider contest help 
the Prince of Wales to advertise British 
aeroplanes at Buenos Aires? Economy 
which stops expenditure on the promotion 
of trade is utterly false economy. More- 
over, Mr. Snowden has been able to find 
£90,000 for national opera, thus fulfilling

National Monuments. 


In another column we print an article 
on national monuments in the Free State. 
Under the Ancient National Monuments 
Act, 1930, certain public authorities— 
notably the Commissioners of Public 
Works—are empowered to assist in, or to 
undertake, the preservation of such objects. 
The owner of a national monument may 
appoint either the Commissioners or the 
local authority to be its guardians. If a 
structure, held to be a national monument, 
is in danger of destruction or injury, the 
Minister of Finance may entrust it, by 


Commissioners’ care, while any monument 
may be acquired, either compulsorily or by 
agreement, if such acquisition is deemed 
necessary to its preservation. The reform 
is needed ; indeed, it is overdue. Ireland's 
‘importance to the archwologist is not 
surpassed by that of any country in 
Western Europe. Much mischief has 
been done already by deliberate vandalism, 
carelessness’ and ignorance. Valuable

‘‘ Nothing comparable to this Conference 
has ever been attempted before 
history of the world by peaceable means— 
nothing so gigantic, rothiag so complicated, 
nothr so far-reaching. t has been an 
effort to establish by conference and consent 
freedom in a country which has always been 
autocratically, and by the same 
means, and at tha same time, to create 
national ‘nmity in a country which has as 
many races, tongwes,- and religions as the 
whole of Europe. . 

“ Up to the present these ends have never 
been achieved on such a scale anywhere 
except by foree. Our liberties and the unity 
of this realm, small as it is geographically, 
are the results of conflicts which have 
drenched the fields «of Britain from North 
to South and from East to West with. the 
blood of her sons. What: is true of Britain 
is equally applicable to France, Italy, Ger- 
many, and the United States of America— 
nay, to every great country in the world. 
Liberty. and unity have for each of them 
represented sanguinary conflicts,’ extending 
sometimes over centuries. 


REASON IN PLACE OF 
FORCE, 


“Tí force is to be eliminated and reason 


is to be substituted in the settlement of the 
Indian problem, then it is imperative there 
should be patience, tolerance, mutual under- 
standing, give and take. There must be 
caution as Well as courage. The highest 
courage is that which is needed not to face 
your Íoes, but your friends. Thers must be 
on both sides a full recognition of each other's 
ideals, responsibilities and difficulties. 

“ You must not imagine that on our side 
we regard India merely from the point of view 
of sordid self-iiterest or mere swagger of pos- 
session.” “On our part, we feel we have the 
trusteeship of a great Empire. We would 
rather that Empire were a federation of free 
peoples. ' In that way we feel that it would 
add to its stature and might. Until that can 
be accomplished we have a responsibility not 
to break up that vast Commonwealth of 
Nations whose co-operation has already 
exerted within recent memory such beneficent 
‘influence on the destinies of mankind, and 
which we believe in the future is essential for 
the peace and progress of the human race. 
We also fee] that we owe a duty to the people 
of India themselves. 

“It is. one question whether an alien tace 
should invade the territory of anather people 
and exercise dominion there by force; it is 
quite another question whether, after exert- 
mg supreme power in that country for 

enerations and accepting responsibility for 
its security and good Government, that they 
should throw in their hand suddenly and 
precipitately without teking the most careful 
thought for what would ensue. . They are 
bound net merely to set up a form of Govern- 
ment which would appear on the face of it 
te be a stable alternative to that which they 
have withdrawn, but it is also their duty to 
see that not only im theory, but in practice, 
that Government will work reasonably well.

UNPALATABLE TRUTHS 
FT UNSPOKEN.

R. WINSTON CHURCHILL last night 
Rakes iews on the Indian Round 
ble Conference to a reporter. He 

‘he unfocused condition of British 
opinion has led all ies at the Conference 
engaging in the ssion of issues much 
farther. down the road than anyone would 
have imagined possible only a year ago. This 
landslide in Conference opinion has not been 
accompanied by any éidir movement in the 
realities of the Indian problem, nor in the 
basic corivictions of the British people. 

“The eloquent and well meant speeches 
which el the Conference do not represent 
a very large body of British opinion and 
Conservative opinion, particularly amon 
those throughout the country who are we!! 
nequainted of in contact with the facts of 
modern India. : 

‘The only possible conclusion which a 
stranger would draw from reading these 
speeches was that the British people were 
anxious to wind up their connection with 
India as soon as possible, and for that pur- 
pose were endeavouring to bring all races 
and creeds m India together in order that 
the business of government may be finally 
handed over to them. I do not believe that 
is what the British nation wishes or means. 
If it be so, then the day of its power and 
greatness. in the world has set for ever. 
regret very much that throughont the Con- 
ference no positive statement of the rights 
and will of the British nation have been set 
forth One would have expected that each 
side would state clearly the essentials of its 
case, and certainly the Indians have not been 
backward in. pressing their ¢laums. ‘Ihe 
Hindus have spoken, and so have the 
Mohammadens. The Sikhs have been beard, 
and so have the depressed classes. But no 
one has even mentioned the fact that the 
British people have some right and intwes"a 
in India of their own. ‘They have duties to 
perform, and long built-up establishments ‘o 
guard. Their case has not been stated, 

“ On the contrary, the British Government 
and their representatives have sedulously 
endeavoured to conduct the discussion in a 
manner most calculated to sooth Indian 
susceptibilities by coming as near as possible 
to their claims in agreeable, but. vague, terms. 
All unpalatable truths about safeguards have 
been left unspoken, or touched upon lightly. 
as necessary evils appropriate to a period of 
transition. If the safeguards are real and 
effective, Dominion status and responsible 
govermaent ars not the terms to apply to 
the constitution which has been outlined. 

‘* }t is not to be expected that the shrewd 
extremist in India will be slow to probe and 
examine the new proposals. Then the 
controversy will renew itself upon the 
question of safeguards, and we shall embark 
vpon that discussion, having given away, 
without any ‘satisfactory settlement, many 
most important principles of British 
authority In India. If in such future dis- 
cussions the same mood prevails on 
sides as has characterised the Conference, 
the safeguards, already almost unmentionable. 
yill, one by one, and bit by bit, be whittled 
down and swept away. it was well said, | 
think, by Burke, of the French 
revolutionaries, that no man knows how far 
he will go till he travels with men prepared 
to go all lengths. 


DISASTROUS PROPOSALS, 


“Even in matters not governed by any 
safeguards the proposals to which the Con- 
ference has lent its favour would be dis- 
astrous, assuming they were not unworkable. 
The entrusting of the maimtenance of law 
and order to what may well be a thorougniy 
hostile Indian Ministry, th. handing over of 
that admirable police, which has hitherto 
stood every test. to the contro] of those 
whose purpose may well be to drive the 
British out of the country, could only expose 
the lives and property of Europeans through- 
out India to {nghtful hazards. 

* The introduction of the vicious. principle 
of diarchy at the centre of the Indian Execn- 
tive must exercise a paralysing effect upon 
the whole process of good government for the 
Indian masses. The intervention of the 
Viceroy with over-riding power if things go 
wrong presupposes, first, considerable mis- 


fortune having occurred, and, secondly, a. 


race of supermen as Viceroys, sich as we 
certainly have not been fortunate to com- 
miand in recent times. 

“Lastly, the alienation of the police will

administration to avoid. All this has already 
apparently to be conceded, should Parliament 
approve the forthcoming Government of 
India Bill, whenever it is framed. It has 
all to be conceded, not as a final settlement 
between the ruling forces on both sides, but 
as a mere transitional procedure to enable 
the British to wind up their affairs and quit 
the sub-continent they have raised from the 
chaos of Chins to a system of civilisation 
incomparably superior to anything previously 
developed in the Orient. 

By avowing willingness to surrender our 
duties and rights in India we in no way 
placate the malignant forces: we only stimu-. 
late them to drive us further and faste~ 
along the roads which we tell them we are 
willing. to tread—but not immediately. The 
consequences may.be costly to the lives and 
happiness of inilions of British and scores 
of millions of Indian -homes. 

“ However, there is one consolation which 
we draw frém the proceedings of this 
melancholy conference. It is not yet TOO 
LATE, Those fatal words have not yet been 
graven on the stoves of history. The key to 
indian Government is stil) in our hands. 

“The Prime Minister, in concluding the 
Conference, declared that he must appeal to 
British opinion, Matters cannot stop where 
ony are. In a few months fresh conferences 
and negotiations will begin. It is the daty 
of those who care for the endurance of the 
British Empire, and who believe that that 
supreme fact is intimately connected with 
our ability to discharge our mission in India, 
to rouse and organise public opinion in the 
short breathing space now accorded us. 
the time another conference assembles, 
whether here or in India, the British nation

REPLY TO “MODERN 
PROPHETS.” 


CARDINAL M4CRORY AND 
SCIENTISTS. 


Cardinal MacRory delivered the presidential 
address at the seventy-fifth Birmingham 
Catholic Reunion, held. im the Town fúall, 
Birmingham, last might. ‘The subject of 
the address was ' Modern Prophets and the 
Christian Faith.'* 

By modern prophets, said Cardinal 
MacRory, he meant chiefly certain journal- 
ists, novelists, and scientists, who for some 
time past had been airing their opinions on 
questions of theology and religion, without 
any reference whatever to Revelation. Many 
writers gave simply their own crude 
opinions, without even an altempt at reasons 
for departing from the accepted faith of 
Christendom. They wrote as if Christianity, 
even in its Catholic form, were played out; 
as if the time had come for modern 


prophets, 
BROADCAST VIEWS. 

Still more objectionable was 
casting of that pagan gospel. 
B.B.C. during last antunn 
indeed, he thought, invited—a number af 
the modern prophets to broadcast their 
views. 

“This is a far more serious matter thrr 
any contributions to the Press; for the 
audience in the ease of the B.B.C. is 
immense, and composed considerably of the 
young. I cannot h believing it is 
a very serious thing for any country main- 
taining a State religion that is avowedly 
Christian to permit an institution like the 
B.B.C., whch is almost a national datitu- 
tion, to be the vehiele of anti-Christian 
propaganda. It will probably be replied 
that sound Christian teaching was also 
broadcast, but surely that is no reply. Sound 
Christian teaching may well be d 
through such an institation in a Christi ian 
land, but, not so teaching that is anti- 
Christian. 

ATTITUDE OF SCIENTISTS.

They were Sir Arthar Keith, Mr.

me say, first, that I have, nothing bat 
respect and admiration for all true science, 
and ior scientists as long as they recognise 
their limitations; but I am not one of those 
who look up to physical science as a sort 
of God, and to the scientist as a superman. 
Science is simply systematised knowledge, 
and knowledge is often of a very narrow 
range; and it does not at all follow hecause 
a man has spent his life in even the most 
successful study of plants or skeletons that he 
is, therefore, a trustworthy authority regard- 
ing God and the things of the spirit. I was in- 
terested to read a statement made by Sir 
Oliver Lodge a couple of weeks ago that 
‘ Science, in fact, has become reverent.’ 
hope it is true; it was about time: I hope, 
too, that scieritists will take to heart the last 
sentence of Sir James Jeans in his recent 
work: ‘ The Mysterious Universe,” in which 
he says: ‘ Our main contention can hardly be 
that the science of to-day bas a pronounce: 
ment to make. Perhaps. it onght to be that 
science should leave off making pronounce-

If 1 add that he gó am design 
to be manifest everywhere, and hence ' that 
we must postulate a Lord of the Universe, 
give Him what shape we will,’ you have before 
you the substance of the scientist's creed. Sir 
Arthur speaks modestly of life in kuman form 
and the final purpose of man’s existence. ' The 
human brain,’ he says, ‘is a poor instrument 
to solve such ultimate problema.’ 

“It is a pity,” said Cardinal MacRory, 
‘ that he did ‘not advert sooner to the poverty 
of the human brain, Had he-done so he might 
possibly have taken Sir James Jeans’s advice 
and left off making pronouncements ; he might, 
erhaps, have to find the ‘ missing 
inks © before assuring us so confidently of our 
ape-like ancestors,’ and he would have re-

conscious humour of that reply would be hard 
to beat. Certainly, 1 men believed that this 
earth is the only heaven, many oí them 
would strive to make the most of it, even if, 
to use a slang phrase, they “made hell’ in 
the effort. It the poor man believed that 
there is no future life, who could blame him 
for trying to have the best possible time in 
this? Who could blame him very much for 
theft or robbery or adultery, or even murder, 
in bis quest for his earthly heaven, the only 
beaven be could hope to enjoy?” 

Passing on to Mr. Wells's contribution, Dr. 
MacRory said that it was a lengthy article. 
but the pith of it was, in Mr. Wells's own 
words: “I do not believe in the least that 
either the body of H. G. Wells or his per- 
sonality is immortal, but I do believe that 
the growing process of thought, knowledge. 
and will of which we are paris, of which | 
am a part and of which you are a part, 
may go on growing in range and power for 
ever. | think that man is immortal, but not 
men.” They might take it that Mr. Wells 
agreed with Sir Arthur Keith in denying the 
existence of the human soul as well as all 
mdividual immortality, and since there was 
no future life, men Were to be good and lead 
the higher life, not for fear of hell or hope 
af heaven, but for the good of the race—for 
the benefit of posterity. “1 will merely sav, 
commented Dr. MacRory. “ that while there 
may be a few choice souls wha would be 
prepared to shape their conduct for the sake 
of posterity. to the bulk. of mankind the idea 
would be simply amusing.” 

Referring to the Hon. Bertrand Russell's 
article, Dr. MacRory said that that writer 
made clear that, he did not believe in: the 
existence of God. or in free will, or in im. 
He said that he had settled these 
questions for himself between the ages of 
fourteen and eighteen, and at the age of 
eighteen definitely abandoned all the dogmas 
of Christianity.

THREE MOTOR VESSELS 
FOR THE IRISH COAST. 


The Royal National Lifeboat Institution is 
building three motor lifeboats for service on 
the Irish coasts, our reporter was informed at 
the headquarters of the Dublin branch yester- 
day. 

Two of these are the gift of Dr. G. Vernon 
Blunt, of Birmingham, who died in 1898, 
leaving £6,000 to provide two new lifeboats 
bearing the names of his wife and sister. One 
of these, the Laurana Sarah Blunt, will be 
stationed at Youghal, County Cork, and the 
other, Mary Ann Blunt, will be at Clogher 
Head, County Louth. 

The third lifeboat will have its home at 
Cloughey, County Down. 

The late Dr. G. Vernon Blunt's estate was 
held in trust for the payment of certain 
annuities, and it was not until last July that 
the whole of the legacy could be paid to the 
Institution. With accumulated interest, the 
total amount now available for the lifeboats is 
over £8,300. 

Apart from the three new lifeboats being 
built, there are fourteen motor lifeboats and 
eight pulling and sailing lifeboats doing duty 
on the Irish coasts. 


RESULT OF EXPERIMENTS. 


Our reporter was told at the Dublin branch 
of the yal National Lifeboat Institution 
yesterday that extensive experiments had been 
going on for some time with the type of life- 
boat that is now going to be placed on the 
Irish service. Experimental boats were 
stationed at Eastbourne, Scarborough and 
Kirkendbright. As the result of experience 
gained from the working of these boats, the 
Institution completed a light motor lifeboat 
last year, and the experiments have reached 
a remarkably successful conclusion. 

Fitted with a new engine of 1}-litre capacity, 
the new type of lifeboat for the Irish coast 
can develop thirty-five horse-power at about 
3,000 revolutions per minute. It will be about

The new Irish lifeboats will be notable 
for their compactness and the modern ideas 
which they reflect from the engineering point 
of view. 


WHAT TRIALS SHOWED. 


During the trials the engine ran for an 
hour with the engine-room full of water 
and the engine submerged. It carries enough 
petrol to travel 116 miles at full speed with- 
out refuelling, and it can turn very rapidly 
in a small circle. At full speed it takes 
only twenty seconds to come to a dead stop, 
and in another twenty seconds it can be 
moving at full speed astern. When a wave 
breaks on board the boat can free itself in 
twelve seconds, which is much quicker than 
any other type of modern lifeboat. If the 
boat were to capsize, even with a hole in the 
bottom, it would right itself in four seconds. 

This type of boat is the most important 
development in lifeboat construction within 
recent years, and will enable motor lifeboats 
to be employed at places where it was 
formerly impossible to use them. One of the 
outstanding features in connection with the 
new boats for Ireland is that they can be 
launched from an open beach. 

All the new boats will be delivered before 
the end of June of this year. 
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THE BLIND IN THE 
FREE STATE. 
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LACK OF SYSTEMATIC 
VISITING. 


On the invitation of Miss Alice 8S. Armitage 
a meeting was held yesterday afternoon at 
the Standard Hotel, Dublin, to consider the 
condition of the blind in the Irish Free 
State. 

Miss Armitage explained that her attention 
had been called to the lack of systematic 
visiting of the blind outside the existing 
institutions in Dublin, Limerick, and Cork, 
and to the lack of provision for higher educa- 
tion, musical training, supply of Braille 
books, etc. The great Society of St. Vincent 
de Paul had undertaken to organise home 
visiting for the blind wherever it had 
branches, and she ho that on this indis- 
pensable basis might built up a complete 
voluntary system of blind welfare, co-operat- 
ing with the Government and local govern- 
ment authorities. 

Dr. T. G. Moorhead took the chair for the 
ensuing discussion, and welcomed Mr, W. 
McG. Eagar, Secretary-General of the 
National Institute for the Blind, London, 
who was present in an advisory capacity 

It was decided to gh from those pre- 
sent a small provisional committee to consult 
with the existing societies and institutions 
for the blind on the formation of a a- 
nent consultative body to co-ordinate the 
work for the blind throughout the Irish Free 
State, to supply technical assistance where re- 
quired, and to encourage new developments.

Sensations of the past flat-racing season were 
recalled at Leicester yesterday, when just before 
the race for the Glen Selling Hurdle the following 
notice was hoisted:—“The Stewards, in the 
exercise of their powers under Rule 69, have 
ordered samples of the saliva to be taken of the 
winner of this race.” 

The race was won by the favourite, Mute Swan, 
owned by Mrs. II. §. Martin, and trained by F. P. 
Gilbert, at East Isley,’ Berkshire. Samples of the 
horse's saliva were duly taken to be examined by 
an expert 

This was the first step of the kind which has 
come under notice since the opening of the junip- 
ing season. The Stewards were Major W. 8. 
Power and Lord Lindsay. Their action, of course, 
cast mo reflection en the owner or trainer of any 
hegse which ran in the race. 

The rule referred to in the Steward’s notice 
states that the Stewards may at any time order 
an examination, by such person or persons as they 
think fit, of any horse entered or which has. run 
in a race. This rule and the similar one in the 
Jockey Cluh rules were passed as a safeguard 
against the possibilities of artificial stimulants 
having been administered.

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SOUTH AFRICA OUTPLAYED IN 
THIRD TEST MATCH. 


DURBAN, Tuetday. 


HE third Test match between England 
and South Africa ended here to-day 
in a draw, which, however, was just 

as much @ moral victory for England as was 
the Newlands Test for South Africa. 
England won back all the prestige they had 

showing a 
complete all-round superiority. For the loss 
of only one wicket they scored 225 runs, 
whereas South Africa scored a total of only 
322 for the loss of 18 wickets. Moreover, the 
manner in which they scored their runs and 
obtained their wickets, was, considering that 
the luck of the wicket was neutral, ample 
evidence that, given time to finish the match, 
they would have beaten South Africa by a 
convincing margin. 


HAMMOND’S CENTURY. 

To-day’s play was chiefly remarkable for 
Hammond’s first century against South 
Africa im South Africa, and his third an 
ali England versus South Africa matches. 
His two previous centaries, which were also 
not out efforts, were made, respectively, in 
the first and fifth matches of the South 
African tour of England in 1929.

THE WARPED SHAFT. 

A bad fault in a club is a warp. which 
any experienced golfer will detect by the 
feel, with his eyes closed. Smyth says that 
“no matter how good a shaft may be a poor 
player will twist it in, but the good player 
is very easy on his shafts, except those in 
the mashie and iron; he does bend the latter 
two. but never the woeden clubs, end 
he knows how to care for his elubs. This 
warping of the shaft of the wooden club, 
Emyth told me, affects gy of the user, 
Originally there is a bend, purposely put 
into the shaft, but it is against the blow. 
The really bad warp that one sees in the 
clubs of so many beginners, however, is the 
other way, so that the trouble is accentuated. 
It comes not so much from bad use and want 
of proper care and attention as from inferior. 
materials, so that the importance of securing 
the good material, whether from the profes- 
sional or at the store, will be obvious. 


Smyth does not approve of steel for any 
clubs, except the driver, brassey, Ita and 
No. 1 iron. The latter gets a very Íong ball, 
but with the others, he says, you cannot 
.gauge the distance, or control the ball as you 
can with the wooden-shafted iron clubs. 
Some players, he added, like the steel irons; 
but he reminded me that only one or two of 
the professionals carry a full set of steel, 
hat fact ought to be convincing enough.

SCHEME, 


A COUNTY DUBLIN 
PROPOSAL. 


MINISTER’S SANCTION 
REQUESTED. 


- 


At a meeting of the County Dublin Board 
of Health last night, at which Mr. H. M. 
Dardis presided, at the offices, Parnell 
square, it was decided that the question of 
the appointment of a medical officer of health 
should be discussed not in Committee, but, 
in open meetin 

Mr. J. J. Sheil said that the object of ‘his 
motion was to set up efficient public services 
in the county. He moved that the Board . 
request the sanction of the Minister to the 
following scheme under the Local Government 
Act, 1925, namely :— 

(a) The appointment of a county medical 
officer of Lealth, at a salary of £1,000, in- 
clusive of travelling expenses; 

(b) The appointment of Dr. Cuffe, the pre- 
sent tuberculosis officer, to the position of 
assistant to the county medical officer of 
health, to discharge his present duties and 
such additicnal duties as the Board 
in consultation with the medical officer 
(when appointed) may decide; 

(c) The appointment of two nurses, to dis- 
charge all duties assigned by the Board of 
Health, after consultation with the medical 
officer ; 

(d) The aprointment of all the present dis- 
pensary district medical officers of health 
under the ccrtrol of the county medical officer 
of each in his own dispensary district, at 
the some remuneration as at present paid. 
The termination of the appointment of Dr. 
Cullen, at Castleknock, as superintendent 
medical officer of health for North Dublin 
Rural District, and the reduction of his 
remuneration as district assistant medical 
officer of health to £20; and that the appoint- 
ment of veterinary inspectors be referred to 
a sub-committee, to consult with a sub-com- 
mittee of the County Council, with a view 
to complete co-ordination of the veterinary 
services in the county. 

Mr. Warner seconded the motion. 


THE COST OF THE SCHEME. 
Mr. Fogarty said that the salary of the

The Press Association’s Lobby VCorre- 
spondent states that when the Education 
Bill comes up for discussion in the House 
of Commons to-day Sir Charles Trevelyan, 
Minister of Education, will announce the 
Government's attitude to the demand that 
financial provision should be made for the 
non-provided schools. :
